The Postmaster-Generalship has been 
partially promised to ex-Senator A. A. 
Sargent of California and a prominent 
Western ex-Senator, whose Cabinet as- 
piratious have thus far been kept se- 
cret.

Dust, October 16. 

Proclamations issued by the Gov- 
ernment to forbid meetings of the 
Land Leagues were torn down by the 
people.

Tie soldiers 
charged the mob several times. Seve- 
ral persons were wounded. Twenty 
arrests were made and many houses 
wrecked.

The price of cattle is rapidly 
vancing. The supply io Western 
vada and the northeast corner of 
ilornia is Very smali. Nice 
four-year-olds that have been costing 
per 
head are now held for from twenty- 
six to thirty dollars. It is estimated 
that there is not a thisd the cattle in 
Nevada, Oregon, Idahv and Montana 
that there were five years ago. There 
are enormous crops of bay and grain 
in Surprise, Goose Lake and Sierra 
valleys, as well as on the Carson, 
Hamboldt and Truckee, and there is a 
big demand for cattle to eat the crops 
up om account of there being no 
market for them. Most of the fat cat- 
tle on the ranges have been gathered 
in, In this valley, where, in former 
years, there were from ten to seven- 
teen thousand bead of cattle fed, there 
will be none this winter that have 
been heard of yet. Surprise valley 
usually winters over two thousand 
head. This season Dr. Patterson and 
Mr. Hudspeth are the only parties 
that have any engaged and the 
amount fed will not exceed a thous- 
and. Cox & Jackson may feea some 
in Goose Lake valley, and about six 
hundred heaJ'will be fed in Paradise 
valley. None that the GazkTTE can 
learn of will be fed on the Humboldt. 
These figures are, of course, outside 
ot stock cattle, calves and two-year- 
old They are all several dollars 
higher than they have been.
